ON CONGRESS VOTE 


inst Seeking Loophole 
in Johnson Act — Inter- 
thian’s Speech Vary. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau declared today that the Treas- 
ury would consider lending money 
to Great Britain only if congres- 
sional consent was obtained. 

Joining Federal Loan Adminis- 
trator Jesse H. Jones in defining 
this policy, Morgenthau said at a 
press conference: 

“Irrespective of any interpreta- 
tions any lawyers might give (of 
the Treasury’s powers to lend mon- 
ey without the specific consent of 
Congress), I certainly would not be 
a party to any loan to Great Brit- 
ain or any other country coming 
under the Johnson Act, without the 
direction of Congress.” 

Jones had first publicly declared 
the policy of congressional consent 


at a press conference yesterday. 
Morgenthau said that the John- 
son Act, which forbids loans to na- 
tions in default on World War 
debts, might contain some loophole 
permitting Government loans while 
prohibiting those of private inter- 
ests. But, he added, “I don’t care 
about the technicalities of it. I can 
understand the spirit of the law, 
and I told Senator Johnson (Rep.), 
California, several years ago that I 
would not violate the spirit of it.”

Louis and that it was being rigidly 
enforced, said he would, however, 
welcome any suggestions offered to 
improve the law and would refer) 
them to the Board of Aldermen for 
study. 

League Has Studied Smoke, 

“As president of the League of 
Municipalities in the county, I will

Mayors Alfred H. Kerth of Clay- 
ton, B. W. LaTourette of Richmond

“We 
are willing to listen to any sugges- 
tions St. Louis may make for im- 
proving our ordinance.” 

Changes in the Webster Groves 
ordinance have been discussed from 
time to time, Mayor Edwin F. Chap- 
man stated, and the City Council 
would be glad to get suggestions 
from St. Louis, “especially concern- 
ing control of smoke from railroad 
trains, which seem to cause most of 
our smoke.”

AGAINST LAWYERS 


Decree for Movie Concern, 
Two Affiliates, in Suit 
Against J. S. Leahy, L. 
E. Walther, H. F. Hecker. 


214 $200 NOTES 
ORDERED CANCELED 


Permanent Injunction Bar- 
ring Action to Collect or 
Disposal of Paper Also 
Is Decreed. 


A decree awarding $33,500 to 
Fanchon & Marco, Inc., moving 


picture theater operators, and two 
affiliated concerns, in their suit 
against John 8. Leahy, Lambert E. 
Walther and Harold F. Hecker, 
lawyers, was entered today by Cir- 
cuit Judge Joseph J. Ward. 

The decree orders that 214 notes 
for $200 each, executed by Fanchon 
& Marco Dec. 3, 1936, and payable 
to Leahy, be canceled and annulled. 
These were the outstanding unpaid 
notes of a series of 325. The Court 
ordered a temporary injunction 
made permanent, enjoining the de- 
fendant lawyers from prosecuting 
action to collect these notes; to 
dispose of the notes or institute 
suit on them. 

Fanchon & Marco sued for $42,- 
200, as the return of legal fees paid 
to the lawyers, but the court de- 
cided that the amount recoverable 
was $30,876, which, with intterest 
added and a credit deducted, made 
the amount of the decree, 

Fanchon & Marco, in their suit 
against the lawyers, alleged that 
the latter represented them in the 
anti-trust..-proceedings, brought 
through Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick, against large distributors 
who threatened to withhold films 
from the theaters. They stated 
that the lawyers represented them 
in forming a company to lease the 
Ambassador, Missouri and New 
Grand Central theaters; but 
charged that the lawyers forfeited 
the right to the stipulated fee, be- 
cause Leahy failed to disclose to 
them his personal interest in the 
deal, 

James P. Aylward of Kansas 
City, Democratic national commit- 
teeman, was employed by Fanchon 
& Marco in the anti-trust proceed- 
ing, through Leahy’s advice, it was 
alleged. 

Leahy, the petition charged, failed 
to disclose that he was part owner 
of $25,000 stock purchased in 1935 
in the name of Allen L. Snyder, 
co-partner in the déal with Fan- 
chon & Marco and Harry Koplar. 

In a hearing before Judge Ward 
last March, Harry C. Arthur Jr., 
vice-president of Fanchon & Marco, 
testified for several days as to the 
interest of Leahy and Snyder in 
the deal for leasing of the theaters. 
The entire testimony lasted 55 
days. Leahy denied that he con- 
cealed his personal interest from 
Fanchon & Marco.

BRITISH CLAIM 20,000 PRISONERS 


ATHENS REPORTS 
HEAVY FASGIST 
LOSDES IN FIGHT 
UN NORTH FRONT 


Durazzo and Tirana Ai)Zr- 
ports Bombed so Effective- 
ly: They Have Been Aban- 
doned, Prisoners Say — 
Coast Advance Continues. 


ATHENS, Dec. 12 (AP).—Italian 
forces were reported today to have 
counter-attacked at two points in 
the Northern sector of the Albanian 
front, only to be, driven back by 
the Greeks with heavy losses and 
loss of the positions from which they 
attacked. 

The Greeks said they captured a 
large number of prisoners and 
much war material. 


Italian prisoners were quoted as 
saying that British Royal Air force 
and Greek attacks on the airdromes 
at Durazzo and Tirana, main port 
of entry into Albania and the cap- 
ital, respectively, had been so ef- 
fective that the Italians had aban- 
idoned the fields. Fascist engineers 
were said to be building temporary 
fields from which to operate 
against and behind the encroaching 
Greék lines. 

Weather Curtails Air Action, 

Bad weather has curtailed air 
activity of both sides in the last 
two days. 

A pilot of a reconnaissance plane 
reported that damage at Valona, 
a secondary port of entry into Al- 
bania, had rendered use of the har- 
bor impracticable for large ves- 
sels. Piers and jetties were said 
to have been turned into masses 
of splintered wood and rubble. 

Meanwhile, Greek troops driving 
up the South Albanian coast from 
Porto Edda toward the heights of 
Chimara, *20. miles to the north, 
are meeting scant resistance from 
the retreating Italians, a Greek 
spokesman asserted. He acknowl- 
edged “very stubborn opposition” in 
other sectors. 

(Dispatches from Ochrida, Yugo- 
slavia, said Fascist forces had 
wiped out minor Greek gains north- 
west of Moskopolis and west of 
Pogradetz, in the northern part of 
the Albanian front, where the 
Greeks are concentrating in a drive 
on Elbasani.) 

Fighting in Premet Area. 

At one point in the northern sec- 
tor, the spokesman said, “picked 
Italian units” counter-attacked in 
an effort to recapture important 
heights but the attack was repelled 
with heavy loss to the Fascists. 

“In the region of Premet and 
north of Premet the thrust toward 
interior Albania continued and 
Greek troops succeeded in occupy- 
ing heights of very great strategic 
importance,” he added. 

“More to the north, the enemy 
was thrown back from very strong 
positions 1800 meters (about 6000 
feet) high, which the enemy de- 
fended seriously. So great was the 
importance of this height that the 
Italians tried a counter-attack with 
choice troops but they were re- 
pelled with serious losses.” 

He said the offensive was con- 
tinuing despite snow and rain in 
Albania. 

The Greek high command said 
only that the advance was continu- 
ing despite “fierce reactions of the 
enemy” and added that “prisoners 
and booty have fallen into our 
hands.”

BUDAPEST, Dec. 12 (AP).—Gen. 
Marton Lipcsey, the Hungarian 
Parliament's star fencer, lost the 
first of his seven duels today to 
Hungarian Nazi opponents who feel 
he insulted their ideology. 

Lipesey suffered a cut running 
from ear to mouth in four hard 
rounds with Ludwig Gruber.

Nazi Warplanes 


Raiders Also Reported Over 
Northeastern England and 
Liverpool — Birmingham 
Extensively Damaged. 


LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP).—Nazi 
warplanes opened an attack an the 
Midlands area tonight after thrust- 
ing twice during the day at London 
without penetrating the capital's 
defenses. 

The industrial Birmingham area 
and other Midlands towns had been 
hammered last night with high ex- 


plosives and incendiaries. 

Bombs were dropped tonight on 
one Midlands town. The planes 
then moved to other areas, where 
they ran into fierce anti-aircraft 
fire. Planes also were reported 
over the northeast section and over 
Liverpool. 

London’s almost nightly alarm 
sounded early and gunfire broke 
ou mediately. 

y one bomb fell in the Lon- 
don area in the daylight raids. A 
German plane flying at great height 
dropped the explosive harmlessly 
in an open field as it was driven 
off by Hurricane fighters. 

Four “enemy aircraft" were re- 
ported by the Ministry of Informa- 
tion to have been destroyed todayy* 

Daylight Thrusts. 

Batteries along the Thames blast- 
ed at the first formation flying 
toward London too high to be seen 
from the ground. The volume of 
the engine drone, however, indicat- 
ed that it was large. 

The second formation was heard 
flying up the estuary a few min- 
utés later. 

Then followed the noise of two 
separate air battles. They lasted 
only a short time. 

A single Messerschmitt attacked 
a southeast coast town this morn- 
ing, machine-gunning and drop- 
ping one bomb which fell into the 
sea, 

Two Messerschmitt 109 fighters 
machine-gunned shopping centers 
of a southeast coast town this 
afternoon. 

The raiders dived in from the 
sea and skimmed roof tops. They 
fired six bursts each which broke 
a few windows and shattered roof 
slates. Many pedestrians had nar- 
row escapes, but none was hurt. 

The Germans flew at less than 
300 feet for nearly three miles be- 
fore they were forced into the 
clouds by machine-gun fire from 
cliff posts. 

Birmingham Raid. 

Among buildings hit last night 
in the Birmingham area were six 
churches, 11 schools, two movie 
theaters, private homes and public 
shelters, according to British re- 
ports. 

Considering the scale of the Mid- 
lands attacks, the casualties were 
said not to have been heavy. 

Following the usual pattern, the 
first night raiders dropped incen- 
diaries, which guided the second 
wave with its explosives. Many 
fires were started, but with the 
strenuous work of fire-fighters they 
were quickly extinguished or 
brought under control, the British 
said. 

The raiders for a time came over 
at the rate of one a minute, but the 
attack tapered off to occasional sor- 
ties by individual planes. A Gov- 
ernment communique described the 
attack as being on “a fairly heavy 
scale.” 

The anti-aircraft barrage in the 
Birmingham area wag heavier than 
ever before.

CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 12 (AP). 
British headquarters here said to- 
night that the estimate of 20,000 
Italiam prisoners in the western 
desert was moderate, but that de- 
tails of the British gains weer not 
available because of the rapid 
movement of the troops. 

A military spokesman said vast 
numbers of tanks and trucks and 
quantities of arms had been cap- 
tured. He thought it unlikely that 


many of the Italians succeeded in 
getting through the cordon which 
the British threw around Sidi Bar- 
ran and the desert camps nearby. 

Feeding of the prisoners present- 
ed a problem to tue British since 
they had not expected to take so 
Many, the spokesman said. 


LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP).—With 
the British claiming more than 20,- 
000 prisoners and reports to Lon- 
don telling of a general Italian re- 
reat, Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill said in the House of Com- 
mons today “it would not be sur- 
prising if the best part of three 
Italian divisions had been either 
destroyed or captured. 

(Three Italian divisions might to- 
tal from 42,000 to 51,000 men). 

A communique from Cairo said 
“the latest estimate of prisoners 
taken exceeds 20,000 with tanks, 
guns and equipment of al] types.” 

Thus was summed up briefly the 
British account of the results of 
the four-day British offensive by 
mechanized forces which recap- 
tured Sidi Barrani, advance Egypt- 
ian base of Italian Marshal Rodol- 
fo Graziani. 

Churchill, cheered wildly as he 
spoke, said 7000 Italian prisoners 
already had reached Mersa Mat- 
ruh, the British camp at the rail- 
head of the line running eastward 
across the coast to Alexandria. 

Still Driving Westward, 

The Prime Minister said the Brit- 
ish were still pursuing the Ital- 
lans westward, with the Royal Air 
Force supporting the attack and 
navy shelling the principal road 
open to the Fascist forces. 

He observed that it was “too 
early” to measure the scale of Brit- 
ish operations, but said it was 
“clear they constitute a victory 
which, in this African theater of 
war, is of the first order.” 
Churchill spoke of the “remark. 
able feat of endurance and daring” 
which accompanied the attack and 
of a “brilliantly executed desert 
march,” 

- General Italian Retreat. 

A Reuters dispatch from Egypt 
said the latest R. A, F. reconnais- 
sance flight data indicated a gen- 
eral Italian retreat was developing. 

A communique from Cairo said 
British advance troops were “in 
contact with Italian forces which 
are continuing their retreat west- 
ward.”

“Well, without wishing to go into 
the origin of such stories, which 
sound very much like those we 
heard in certain European situa- 
tions in the past, the truth is as 
follows:

Another favorable aspect is the 
quality of our fighting forces and 
thé morale of our people. : 

“Now for the other side. Our’ 
foremost need is merchant ships. 
In the first war, to protect our 
communications we had the assist- 
ance of the French fleet, the Ital- 
fan fleet, the Japanese fleet, and 
ultimately, your fleet. And we did 
not have to guard England from 
direct invasion. Now we are alone. 
Our losses in merchant tonnage 
have been heavy. They have 
reached lately an average rate of 
4,000,000 tons a year. We are 
building a great deal, but we can- 
not match that figure. It is a blood 
loss—at first just a nose bleed, now 
a slow hemorrhage. If it goes on 
long enough———’ he broke off and

INQUIRY INTO LANDING 
ACCIDENT OF AIRLINE 


Pilots, and Two Passengers 
Slightly Injured, Spend 
Night in Hospital. 


Civil Aeronautics inspectors to- 
day began an investigation of the 
accident at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
yesterday afternoon in which an 
American Airlines transport, in- 


bound from Chicago, overshot the 
field and plunged into Cold Water 
Creek, at the southwest boundary 
of the airport. 
The two pilots, who were trapped 
in the smashed cockpit for an hour, 
and two passengers, spent the night 
at St. Mary’s Hospital, where they 
were treated for minor injuries. 
Capt. H. W. Susott, of Chicago, 
in charge of the airliner, suffered 
contusions of the left leg and a 
cut lip. First Officer Earl Phil- 
lips, also of Chicago, suffered lacer- 
ations of the left leg, face and 
scalp. J. H. Shelton, passenger 
agent for the company at Chicago, 
was cut over the eye. Mrs. E. J. 
Lindenmeyer of Lake Forest, IIL, 
who was shaken up, was placed 
under observation because of an 
old hip injury. All expected to 
leave the hospital today. 
The other passengers, Homer C. 
Powell, Fargo, N. D., and Robert 
Wenec of St. Charles, an Ameri- 
can Airlines mechanic on vaca- 
tion, and Stewardess Ruth Arne- 
stad, Duluth, Minn., were unhurt. 
The plane, which left Chicago at 
12:40 p. m. for St. Louis and Fort 
Worth, Tex., was due h -e at 2:13, 
but did not arrive over the airport 
until 2:47 o’clock. It was raining 
and there was a ragged -“ceiling” 
of low clouds. Visibility was about 
¢ mile, 
After passing over the airport, 
the plane disappeared in the mist 
and was next seen coming in from 
the northeast, well past the boun- 
dary of the field. Pilots Susott 
and Phillips landed off the con- 
crete runway, near the center of 
the field. The wet turf offered poor 
traction and the brakes failed to 
stop the wheels. The plane rolled 
about 2200 feet, bounced over a 
small rise at the edge of the airport 
and nosed into the creek. 
The nose of the plane was 
crushed against the far bank of 
the creek, which is about 25 feet 
wide and 20 feet deep at that point.

FIRST FULLY-TAXABLE U, S. 
SECURITIES CALLED SUCCESS 


Morgenthau Says Preliminary Fig- 
ures Show $500,000,000 Defense 
Notes Are Selling Well. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
The Treasury’s first issue of fully- 
taxable securities was described by 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau today as a “complete success.” 
The $500,000,000 defense — notes,

Morgenthau said 
preliminary figures “indicated this

U. S. SUES ANIMALS 
IN ZOO SHIPMENT 
AS ILLEGAL ALIENS 


Wallabies, walloroos and kanga- 
roos, 100 birds and a native wild 
cat, all part of a shipment sent to 
this country from Australia two 
years ago, are safely domiciled at 
the St. Louis Zoo, but the rest of 
the birds and animals, now board- 
ing at New York’s Central Park 
Zoo, are creatures without a coun- 
try, formally charged with “illegal 
entry into the United States.” 

A suit entitled “United States of 
America vs. Various Native Aus- 
tralian Birds, Animals and Rep-

Offi- 
cers of the Central Park Zoo, how- 
ever, refused to accept them on the 
ground that they had not ordered 
them.

Seizes Rhein, Last of Three 
Merchantmen That Had 
Slipped Out of Tampico 
to Run Blockade. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
The Dutch destroyer Van Kinsber- 
gen, a surprise companion of Brit- 
ish men-o’-war on Atlantic blockade 
duty, today had accounted for the 
last of three German merchant 
ships which slipped out of the har- 


bor at Tampico, Mexico. 

The Van Kinsbergen took posses- 
sion of the Rhein, 6031-ton German 
freighter, off the coast of Cuba, 
naval authorities here announced 
last night. This terse statement 
was the first intimation here that 
Netherlands warships were operat- 
ing in conjunction with British in 
Western waters. — 

The navy reported the Rhein’s 
crew attempted to scuttle the ves- 
sel. (The Admiralty in London said 
the merchantman was set on fire 
when the destroyer closed in, but 
quick action by a boarding party 
saved the freighter.) 

Two Other Ships Scuttled. 
Another German freighter, the 
5033-ton Idarwald, which steamed 
out of Tampico with the Rhein 
Nov. 29, was scuttled by its crew 
Sunday when intercepted by the 
British cruiser Diomede. 

As early as Nov. 15, the Rhein, 
Idarwald and a sister ship, the 
Phrygia, had attempted to steal out 
of the Mexican Gulf port, with dis- 
astrous consequences for the Phry- 
gia. 

The Phrygia’s master, believing 
he was about to be captured by 
warships sighted outside the har- 
bor bar, ordered his vessel scuttled. 
Later it developed the warships 
were American, not British. A 
fourth German cargo vessel, the 
Orinoco, was halted by engine trou- 
ble before it could clear Tampico 
harbor, and still is there. 

Rhein Reported Warships. 

A few hours after the Rhein left 
its Mexican sanctuary, its radio 
called: “Rhein being followed by 
warships.” Nothing further was 
heard from it until announcement 
of its capture. 

Reports here did not set the time 
that the Rhein was overtaken by 
the Van Kinsbergen. A Nether- 
lands legation official here said 
that other units of the Dutch navy 
were operating with the British pa- 
trol in the Western Atlantic. The 
number and types of the ships 
were withheld as a military secret. 


British Report Widespread Co-oper- 
ation by Dutch Sea Forces. 
LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP). — The 
Admiralty issued the following com- 
munique today: 
“The Royal Netherlands ship Van 
Kinsbergen, Commander J. L. K. 
Howeke, yesterday intercepted the 
German steamship Rhein, 6031 tons, 
in West Indian waters. The crew of 
the Rhein set their ship on fire 
and attempted to scuttle her. This 
was frustrated by the prompt and 
gallant action of the boarding party 
from the Van Kinsbergen. 
“This incident in the Western At- 
lantic illustrates the widespread 
and effective co-operation being ren- 
dered to the Royal (British) navy 
by the Royal Netherlands navy.” 


Freighter That Left Colombia Oct. 
28 Reported in German Port.

Lord Lothian, returning recently 
from an official visit to London, 
raised publicly the question of fi- 
nancial aid to Great Britain by de- 
claring his country needed “planes, 
munitions, ships and finances.” 

The question of whether to allow 
American food supplies to pass the 
blockade for relief of civil popuia- 
tion in German-occupied countries 
also was with his Govern- 
ment during his visit to London, 
and the Ambassador announced 
Tuesday night that it had been 
decided the blokade could not be 
relaxed. 

Lord Lothian was popular alike 
with Government officials and 
newspaper men. When he called 
at the State Department, he talked 
freely with reporters, sometimes 
“off the record,” in contrast to the 
more formal and aloof attitude 
adopted by most previous Britis 
Ambassadors here. 

War Duties a Heavy Strain. 

The problems of the war and es- 
pecially those of getting material 
American assistance imposed a 
heavy strain on the Ambassador 
and this is believed to have con- 
tributed to his death. 

Avoiding large social functions in 
favor of small dinner discussions 
with select groups of Americans, 
Lord Lothian displayed an unusual 
understanding of Americans and 
American public opinion, 

He was said to have insisted at 
the beginning of the war that his 
country refrain from any propa- 
ganda in the United States and in- 
stead present only the facts of the 
war. |

mail and shipping difficulties re- 
sulting from the blockade _ raised 
fresh problems with the United 


was credited with adroit handling.

In Address Here April 19, Lothian 
Predicted British Victory. 
Lord Lothian, in a dinner address 
at the Coronado Hotel April 19 
last, under Chamber of Commerce 


auspices, gave a lengthy and thor- 
ough exposition of the war situa- 
tion from the British viewpoint. | 

He said that if loss of British sea 
power in the Mediterranean should | 
result from the war, the security 
behind the Monroe Doctrine would 
be “profoundly affected.” He said 
the loss of Gibraltar would mean 
the end of the British Common- 
wealth, and would remove a power- 
ful support of the Monroe Doctrine. 
Lord Lothian asked that Americans 
“take a lenient view of the inter- 
ferences that we reluctantly make 
with your normal peacetime rights, 
through the blockade.” He sug- 
gested that if Nazi Germany or 
Soviet Russia were to gain control 


of the seas, normal peacetime free-' 
dom of sea trade, as it existed 
under British sea control, could | 
not be expected to return. He pre- 
dicted that victory would be 
achieved by the resources and man- 
power of the British Common- 
wealth, supported by the machine 
industry of the United States.

He even sug- | 
gested that Germany's colonies be, 
restored. Then came Munich and 
Hitler’s seizure, first of the Sudeten- 
land, and then of all of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. From that time on, Lord 
Lothian was convinced that the 
only way to deal with Hitler and 
Mussolini was through force. 


Lloyd George Says He Is Numbed 
by News of Lothian’s Death. 

LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP).—David 
Lloyd George, World War Prime 
Minister, for whom Lord Lothian 
was secretary from 1916 to 1921, 
said today when he was informed 
of the Ambassador’s death: 

“I am so shocked at the news 
that I feel as if a shell had fallen

‘2 HIS problem of integration is 
the chief problem of democratic 
unity. “In a democratic order, na- 
tional unity ig the voluntary ex- 
pression of the mind and spirit of 
a free people.” 

The extent, however, to which it 
is voluntary depends upon the 
awareness of the people that it is 
essential—essential for the individ- 
ual as well as for the whole. 

In fact, the problem of the mod- 
ern democracy, and of the modern 
state, is how to achieve unity in 
diversity; how to secure that abso- 
lutely essential modicum of unanim- 
ity without sacrificing the rich 
manifoldness of life; how to be “one 
flock,” with “one shepherd” and, at 
the same time, live in a “House of 
Many Mansions.” This is the prob- 
lem, also, of freedom. It is the 
eternally recurrent question: Can 
one have freedom, and order, too. 
Can the individual, or the person, 
remain free, and the social order 
be an order, and not a battlefield 
between irreconcilable interests. 

The rise of the totalitarian states 
is the result of democratic failure 
to achieve this integration. The 
conflict of interests having gone so 
far as to create unbridgeable cleav- 
ages, the whole structure of society 
is threatened. So it is put into a 
straitjacket. A society in a strait- 
jacket is unified at the cost of 
the individual, and, therefore, at 
the cost of creative activity. In- 
deed, it ceases to be a “society” 
and becomes a regiment.

Bankers Say Country Is 
Moving Away From Free 
Enterprise to State Secur- 
ity Capitalism. 


HOLLYWOOD, Fila. Dec. 12 
(AP).—The Investment Bankers’ 
Association of America, through its 
governmental securities committee, 
said today the country is “moving 


away from the system of free en- 
terprise to a form of state security 
capitalism.” 

In its report, approved by the 
association’s board of governors and 
submitted to the annual convention, 
the committee said: 

“This is not a healthy condition 
for a country facing an armament 
program, war economy and a cer- 
tain post-war economic strain.” 

It attributed the trend in large 
part to the Government’s policy 
of making credit rates low (easy 
money), saying: 

“Incomes of insurance companies, 
savings banks, trust funds, college 
and charitable endowment funds, 
are being seriously reduced by the 
abnormal reduction in return on 
invested capital, and stresses and 
strains are being created which are 
bound to have far-reaching cos- 
sequences. Once such a trend is 
created, it is not easy to check or 
reverse it.” 

The bankers were told by Elmo 
B. Roper Jr., research director of 
the Fortune survey of public opin- 
ion, that while he had made no 
survey of the subject, he would 
guess the public’s opinion of in- 
vestment bankers was “not too flat- 
tering.” This he attributed to “an 
inadequate knowledge of what you 
are trying to do, and the actions 
of a small and unscrupulous minor- 
ity within your ranks.” 

He added, “seven years of sam- 
pling public opinion has given me 
a profound respect for the common 
man. He may at times be poorly 
informed, he may act in such a way 
as to be—for the moment—unfair. 
But he is more often apt to be 
well enough informed, and tolerant 
enough, to let his own native com- 
mon sense carry him through to a 
sound conclusion and a fair judg- 
ment.”

Negotiated Peace at Present Would Mean 
a Totalitarian Britain, Forced to Con-

balloons have been sent up and 

me diplomatic feelers extend- 

ed through non-belligerent capitals, 

under present conditions a negoti- 
ated peace is not possible. 

This is not to say that peace can 
never be negotiated between Brit- 
ain and Germany but simply that it 
cannet be negotiated by the British 
democracy and the Nazi regime. On 
one side or the other—either in 
Britain or in Germany—the indis- 
pensable prelude to a serious nego- 
tiation is a revolutionary change of 
regimes, 

That this is very clearly under- 
stood in Great Britain was shown 
recently when the House of Com- 
mons voted 341 to 4 against a pro- 
posal to negotiate. Over here, 
where the realities of the war are 
dim and vague to many, this vote 
may seem to some an evidence of 
stubbornness, even of suicidal stub- 
bornness. But we shall do well to 
remember that the British are a 
people with a good deal of common 
sense, and a long political experi- 
ence and a genius for compromise 
when a compromise is feasible. And 
if they are convinced that a negoti- 
ated compromise is not now possi- 
ble, the chances are that they un- 
derstand the position more clearly 
than do those who live safely at a 
distance,

NEGOTIATED peace today 
would mean accepting the fact 

that Hifler’s air force and subma- 
rine fleet continued to be based 
upon the countries nearest to Eng- 
land—on Norway, Belgium, Hol- 
land and France. Even if Hitler 
agreed to evacuate these countries, 
their armies are shattered, their 
economic systems are dislocated, 
whereas he still possesses perhaps 
200 divisions which could in a day 
or two reoccupy these countries. 
Therefore, over the negotiated set- 
tlement there would hang perpet- 
ually the threat of a renewal of 
the blitzkrieg. 

The crucial question, therefore, is 
how a negotiated peace could be 
set up so that the British people 
would not have to have their air 
defenses and their air raid shel- 
ters perpetually ready. For it has 
been demonstrated in Norway and 
Belgium that a country can be sur- 
prised and knocked out literally in 
a few hours. 

Presumably, if the British negoti- 
ated, they would receive Hitler's 
written promise not to attack them 
some night when the moon is 
bright. That would not be very 
reassuring. What other guaranty 
could they get? The answer to 
that question will throw light on a 
very dark patch where in many 
American minds light is badly 
needed,

OR the answer is that a Britain 

which negotiated with Hitler to- 
day could purchase some sense of 
security only by doing what Mr. 
Laval is trying to do in France— 
by setting up a Government in 
London which was so useful to Hit- 
ler that he would not wish to attack 
it. On that basis, and on no other, 


a negotiated peace is today theo- 
retically conceivable. 

But a British Government which 
Hitler found so useful that he would 
not attack it would obviously have 
to be a Government radically dif- 
ferent from any that Britons have 
ever known. It would have to be 
totalitarian. It would have to put 
an end to freedom of the press so 
that no Englishman could criticise 
the new order; an end to Parlia- 
ment so that the new British Gov- 
ernment could not be overthrown; 
an end to economic freedom be- 
cause British industry, shipping and 
finance would have to be co-ordi- 
nated with Hitler’s new economic 
system in Europe. 

In order to have security against 
the blitzkrieg, the British Isles 
would have to join Hitler, not 
merely cease to fight him, In order 
to join him, the British would have 
to revolutionize their political and 
economic system. In order to revo- 
lutionize it, they would have to 
kill off, exile or put into concen- 
tration camps all the Conservative, 
Liberal and Labor leaders who ob- 
jected to the revolution. 

Even then a new European order 
under Nazi domination would not 
be workable. For the Continent of 
Europe/plus the British Isles is a 
great workshop which must be sup- 
plied with raw materials from the 
rest of the world. The co-ordina- 
tion of industrial Britain with in- 
dustrial Germany in one great sys- 
tem is a conceivable arrangement 
only if a totalitarian Europe has a 
great overseas empire in which it 
is the undisputed master of the 
market. 

A British Government which had 
destroyed democracy and free en- 
terprise by revolution would, in the 
nature of things, have to conspire 
with Hitler—in part to feed its own 
people and even more to divert 
Nazi Germany away from Britain— 
in order to dominate Africa, South 
America and the colonial areas of 
the southern Pacific.

O put the matter quite bluntly 

—only a totalitarian govern- 
ment in Britain could appease Hit- 
ler and the obvious things it could 
appease him with are the rich, un- 
developed, and badly defended re- 
gions which interest the United 
States. The back-seat drivers in 
this country who, for one reason or 
another, would like to persuade 
Britain to make a treaty of ap- 
peasement with Hitler do not seem 
to have realized that such a treaty 
can be made only at the expense 
of the United States. 

If, as the trial balloons and feel- 
ers already suggest, Hitler would 
like to offer Britain a peace which 
leaves the British Empire intact, 
where is Hitler to make an empire 
for himself? The crowded Con- 
tinent of Europe is not an empiré:

Churchill May 


To Decide Whether to Split R. A. F. 


Soon Be Forced 


Lord Beaverbrook Pressing for Division of 
Air Force Between Army and Navy—Op- 
position to This in Parliament.

LONDON, Dec. 12. 

HETHER the Royal Air 

Force shall remain a single, 

united air arm or divided be- 
tween the army and navy, as fa- 
vored by Lord Beaverbrook, Air- 
craft Production Minister, is an 
issue that has assumed the propor- 
tions of a governmental storm in 
Britain. 

Certain members of Parliament, 
seeking assurance that the R. A. F. 
will continue to maintain its sepa- 
rate identity, put the question in 
Tuesday’s parliamentary debate. 
Unfortunately, the Government 
failed in its attempts to stave off 
th» storm, or at least to allow it to 
blew itself out in secret session, 
and it is likely the question will be 
up again shortly. 

The debate has: revealed publicly 
what has been known for some 
time—that Lord Beaverbrook has 
been urging a division of the R. A. 
F., principally by first handing over 
control of the coastal command to 
the navy. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s opponents in 
Parliament say he is anxious to 
divide the R. A. F. between the 
army and navy, to place himself, as 
the supplier to these forces, in a po- 
sition of greater power, with the 
ultimate object of becoming Minis- 
ter of Priorities. This, they say, 
would enable him virtually to dic- 
tate policy to all of the three serv- 
ice ministries. 

’s Comment. 


Churchill was asked on Tuesday 
whether, in view of the excellent 
relations between the Royal Navy 
and the R. A. F., he would take 
steps “to make an end of the news- 
paper intrigues in this connection, 
and particularly in those newspa- 
pers controlled by Lord Beaver- 
brook.” He replied that he had no 
control over the press, but on fur- 
ther questioning said that he 
thought he could exercise control 
over his colleagues in the Cabinet.

Nazis Concentrate Air Force. 


Despite reports to the contrary, 
air experts state, the Germans have 
concentrated all their air strength 
under the air staff. When the in- 
vasion of Poland or Belgium and 
France was undertaken, total Ger- 
man air strength was used. Simi- 
larly, when Coventry, Southampton 
and London were attacked in great 
force, total German strength was 
available. 

One reason the .weight of German 
attack on London, on the second 
night after the Coventry blitz, was 
not as heavy as on the first night, 
according to air observers, was the 
R. A. F.'’s ability to call up such 
dispositions as they required from 
all units of the Royal Air Force. 
That the Germans launched their 
heaviest attack of the war on Lon- 
don the Sunday night after a period 
of calm, and did not follow it up, 
may be explained, it is thought, as 
much by the fact that the Germans 
were using the majority of their 
air force, which required a rest, as 
by the weather. 

Churchill did not commit himself 
on Tuesday and the equivocal na- 
ture of his reply, to demands for 
assurances that the R. A. F. would 
not be split up, suggests that he 


thas not had time to examine the 


problem carefully. The feeling of 
both houses was such that it ap- 
pears he will have to make a de- 
cision in the near future. 

In the House of Lords the debate 
was more heated than in the Com- 
mons, probably because it was led 
by the former Air Minister, Lord 
Trenchard. “here seemed little 
doubt from the debate but that 
Lord Trenchard could have carried 
the house in a vote against the 
Government on this point if he had 
pressed it. But a personal plea by 
a35/Foreign Secretary Viscount Halifax 
for time won the day. 

What the Government did not 
succeed in doing in either house 
was to divert the discussion into 
secret session. The feeling was 
that the public must know, and 
that the Germans would not be 
helped by knowing where the mat- 
ter stood.

Jadging by the now available summary, the most 


| important report on the gigantic national business of 


life insurance since Charles Evans Hughes zealously 
dug out the ugly, costly, uneconomic practices cur- 
rent in 1907 is about to be issued to the millions of 
| among the American people. 

“This is the report of experts of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, two and a half years in the 
making, which has been submitted to the Temporary 
National Economic Committee, the highly useful cre- 
ation of Congress that has produced so much in- 
formation on how our business system operates. 

It is difficult to conceive of a business so vast 
as that which this summary describes—assets of 28 
billion dollars, yearly income of five billion dollars, 
multiplication in assets by more than 800 per cent 
since Mr. Hughes removed the veil for the historic 
Armstrong Insurance Committee, interlocking direc- 
torates with the great banking, financial, industrial 
and real estate organizations. 

This tremendous growth in life insurance assets 
has had a most important effect on the economic 
structures of the country. It has meant that more 
and more savings have gone into life insurance com- 
panies. As the companies have necessarily sterilized 
a large part of these savings, this wealth is prevented 
from going into new business. Thus, at the same 
time life insurance companies hold funds which they 
find it hard to use profitably, business men in need 
of new capital lack a reserve which would help both 
them and business. 

But the report has other sides. It deals not only 
with the largeness of life insurance, its astounding 
growth, its effect on the financial organization of 
the United States. The'report deals also with the 
things which are sorely out of joint in life insur- 
ance. 

“It deals, according to the summary, with the main- 
tenance by the companies of strong lobbies, with 
money to spend, for the killing of legislation which 
life insurance executives may not want. Such an 
instance of this is fresh in memory here in Mis- 
souri—employment by the Association of Life In- 
surance Presidents of James C. Jones, St. Louis 
lawyer, to lobby against passage at Jefferson City 
of a resolution looking to the establishment of low- 
cost insurance on the successful Brandeis plan, now 
in operation in Massachusetts and New York. 

The report deals with industrial insurance, which 
it calls “the most expensive form of life insurance 
which the companies have devised.” Asserting that 
this type of insurance has “failed in its purpose,” 
}the summary says that industrial insurance is sold 
“by high pressure and overbearing sales methods 
which result in an uneconomic maldistribution of 
policies.” 

This same high-pressure salesmanship, the sum- 
mary says, results in the lapses of many policies 
which should not be sold in the first place—lapses 
which mean that the policyholder gets virtually noth- 
ing for his premium, a large share of which goes to 
the salesman as his commission. These lapses, waste- 
ful and uneconomic, are an important source of in- 
come to life insurance companfes in general. 

Elimination of rate competition by means of “inter- 
company agreements and ‘gentlemen’s understand- 
ings,’” the not always disinterested control of com- 
pany election machinery by self-perpetuating boards 
of directors, the reinsurance of companies by big- 
fee-secking promoters whose operations result in the 
costly merger of assets—such malpractices as these 
are reported. Still another is the misuse of policy- 
holders’ funds by officers who may place relatives, 
friends or business associates on the payroll at fan- 
tastic salaries, and change mutual companies into 
stock companies and vice versa as it suits their pri- 
vate purposes. 

This report is going to cause a great howl when it 
comes out. The sacrosanct insurance business is 
going to charge that the Federal Government is set- 
ting the stage for national regulation of life insur- 
ance. It is going to appeal to the country for pro- 
tection in the name of free private enterprise. 

All that protesting will be unwise. If the insur- 
ance companies know what their policyholders, in 
rapidly increasing numbers, are thinking, they will 
quit yelping and put their houses in order. They 
will cut out those practices which have brought them 
criticism. They will provide life insurance at fair 
costs which the rank and file can afford to pay. 
They will quit the disgraceful blood money business 
of industrial insurance and put in its place a serv- 
ice they need not be ashamed of. 

If the companies don’t take remedial action, they 
will not only have to face Federal regulation, brought 
on by their own misdeeds. They will sooner or later 
find themselves in competition with Government 
“yardstick” insurance, and that will be their handi- 
work no less than Federal electric power is the 
handiwork of gouging public utilities. 

The life insurance companies still have time. The 
question is, Will they use it? . 
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It is fog, not smog, in St. Louis today. 
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A PHILOSOPHER RESIGNS IN PARIS. 

The exile of Albert Einstein, Thomas Mann and 
many other distinguished Germans is an old tragedy. 
Now it appears that France—Vichy France—is to 
have stories of that kind of its own. Henri Bergson, 
whose “Creative Evolution” created great excitement 
in the world of philosophy 33 years ago, has refused 
the exemption offered him by the Petain Government 
from the application of the new anti-Semitic laws 
and has resigned from the College of France in Paris 
as a protest. 

Fascist France recognized Bergson’s great “lit- 
erary and artistic services to the nation” and was 
willing to make an exception in his case. But the 
old philosopher, now in his eighty-second year, would 
have none of it. A thinker who has so long opposed 
the mechanical conception of life could not accept 
the robotism of Fascist rule. : 

Henri Bergson risks his safety, but in doing so 
he proves his right to a place among the thinkers 
who go back to ancient Socrates.

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__ BRICKEY’S CONVICTION. 
Norville W. Brickey, former president of the Citi- 
zens’ Bank of Festus, Mo., has at last been convicted 
in Federal Court. He was freed last January by a di- 
rected verdict on embezzlement charges, after Charles 
E. Porter, vice-president of the bank, had pleaded 
‘guilty to the same charges and had told of “cov- 
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counts of the indictment for this offense. 

It would have been even more strange if Brickey 
went free on Federal charges while Porter, his 
associate, wag punished. The Government has pre- 
vented such a weird version of justice by presenting 
a case this time that kept the jury out only two 
hours and 10 minutes before conviction was voted. 
Brickey, formerly a leading citizen of Festus, at one 
time holder of five public positions, is at length 
being brought to justice for his scandalous manip- 


ulations. 
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A MANDATE TO END THE “FUNERAL RACKET.” 

A Missouri Supreme Court decision of yesterday 
makes it mandatory that the Legislature, at its ses- 
sion opening next month, pass the long-needed law 
to regulate burial societies, if such organizations are 
to continue in existence in this State. 

The high court’s ruling declares unconstitutional 
the 1917 law under which these societies have flour- 
ished, and thus knocks the legal props out from 
under them. The law gave the societies the privi- 
leges conferred upon benevolent, religious, scientific, 
fraternal or education societies, which they emphat- 
ically are not, as the court points out. All of them 
are profit-making enterprises; some have been 
found to be in ghoulish rackets. 

The burial societies are actually in the insurance 
business. In return for regular payment of premi- 
ums, they agree to provide a fyneral on the mem- 
ber’s death. However, unliké insurance companies, 
these societies are not regulated in Missouri. Their 
books are not examined. No deposits of reserves are 
required. They pay no capital stock tax. Further- 
more, their contracts have no cash value; when pre- 
mium payments stop, the whole amount is lost. Pay- 
ments are not made in cash, but in undertakers’ serv- 
ices. 

Hearings last year showed that 68 such societies 
existed in the State, with 700,000 paying members, 
most of them among the bottom income groups. The 
Better Business Bureau and the American Legion 
at various times have denounced the practices of 
some societies as a “funeral racket.” Yet the Legis- 
lature has failed to act. One veteran legislator said 
in 1939 that in 30 years at Jefferson City he had 
never “seen as many lobbyists as the vultures who 
have been hovering here opposing this bill.” 

The honest burial societies need not fear regula- 
tion, but the dishonest ones will be put out of busi- 
ness by it. Immunity from regulation served no 
purpose except to shield the racketeers, and the 
Supreme Court did a good day’s business by tearing 
away that protection. 

Now it is up to the Legislature to act, and also 
up to the public to see that the proper sort of regu- 
lation is written into the law.

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A WELL-KNOWN SPECIES IN PERIL. 

The poets and other patronizing males have been 
talking about “the weaker sex” almost from the day 
of that fruit course in the Garden of Eden. Now 
the Census Bureau comes along with figures that 
make the adjective applicable instead to the allegedly 
superior gender, figures that will probably result 
in magazine articles with such titles as “The Male 
Sex at the Crossroads.” 

There have always been several million more men 
than women in this country, but the security of 
mere numbers is ebbing fast. More boys than girls 
are still being born, the Census Bureau says, but 
immigration, always predominantly masculine, has 
ceased, and the male death rate exceeds the female 
rate by an alarming degree. In 1920, there were 
2,090,242 more men than women in the United States, 
but by 1930, the margin had fallen to 1,499,114, and 
it is now being reduced by nearly 100,000 per year, so 
the 1940 census figures will probably show an excess 
of only about a half-million. The Census Bureau 
statement remarks flatly, “Women now live three 
years longer than men.” 

The Census Bureau’s tone is calm, but its figures 
are clearly a warning of crisis. Just consider the 
auk, the dodo and the woolly rhinoceros. There was 
no Census Bureau on hand in their day, to study 
trends and make reports, so before anyone knew what 
was going on, those species were extinct. A con- 
certed movement took the American bison in hand 
and saved it from extinction—will less be done now 
for that interesting domesticated species, the human 
male? There’s the next goal ahead of the conserva- 
tionists, and the cause ought to be enthusiastically 
supported.

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MECHANIZATION GETS AROUND TO ‘REVEILLE. 

Use of the bugle. for rousing military men dates 
back to the Hebrew warriors at Jericho, to ancient 
Rome and, according to some authorities, even to 
the Bronze Age. Since warfare has gone mechanical, 
it was high time for something to be done about 
that relic of primitive combat, and at last it has 
been done. The news dispatch does not mention 
the modernizer’s name, but he is a Sergeant of the 
Headquarters Company, 174th Infantry, at Fort 
Dix, N. J.. who has wired every tent and installed 
a buzzer in each. 

“Who wakes up the bugler?” was the question 
rookies used to ask, sometimes with rude comments 
upon that spoil-sport’s character. Serious research 
showed that the officer of the day was the culprit. 
But now the O. D. need no longer rouse the bugler, 
and the bugler no longer need hasten into his clothes 
and shatter the company’s slumbers with the brazen 
notes of first call and almost instantaneously, with 
reveille.

Germans follow successful Belgian relief procedure of 1914-18; 
would be stopped if Nazis seize any of food; starvation and epi- 
demics certain, Hoover’ says, unless humanitarian steps are taken.

AMINE and pestilence are on the march 
in Europe in this second winter of this 
second World War. They will not come 
to the belligerents, but to the innocent vic- 
tims of the war. Particularly will famine 
come to Finland, Belgium, Norway, Holland 
and Central Poland, which fought and suf- 
fered for the Allied cause. Of these 37,000,- 
000 people, more than 15,000,000 are children. 
Their normal supplies are stopped by the 
German occupation on one side and the 
British blockade on the other. Unless some 
sort of method can be set up with the bel- 
ligerent governments by which aid may be 
extended to these victim nations, the world 
will witness this winter a death roll from 
famine far greater than during all the four 
years of the last World War. It will witness 
the death or stunting of millions of children 
who surely have a right to live. Death will 
come to the weaker in the men and women. 
This problem has been under debate in 
all parts of the world during the past few 
months. No man or group of men can end 
this question by saying, ‘‘Hush, hush.” Nor 
can it be ended by emotional controversy 
over who has the responsibility for this 
situation. My views upon that subject are 
probably as strong as those of anyone. But 
the starving people will be there just the 
same. 
Therefore, we had better calmly explore 
the cold, hard facts and seek for remedy. 
? ” ” « 


When the food supply falls to famine 
levels, people don’t lie down and die from 
starvation. Long before they get to that 
point, their physical resistance is so low- 
ered by malnutrition that they die of dis- 
ease. The children weaken first, the women 
and the old men next. The common cold 
turns to pneumonia. Influenza seems to be- 
come very much more deadly. Typhoid and 
smallpox are more prevalent because of low- 
ered resistance. Typhus always appears. 

But beyond contagious disease and death 
are the stunted bodies and debilitated minds 
of the children—that is the generation we 
next have to live with. 

Relief is a tedious and heartbreaking job. 
But in this fight against famine in any na- 
tion, there rises the highest devotion of a 
race. For it is a fight to save the race. 

The world has had experience with this 
problem under precisely the same conditions 
that exist today. 
for Relief of Belgium was created under my 
direction. It secured permissions from the 
British to operate through the blockade and 
guarantees from the Germans. It operated 
for four years in relief of 10,000,000 people. 

Every pound of food was receipted and 
accounted fgr to its final destination. Over 
all were the American and other neutral 
supervisors and protectors. The first pur- 
pose of organization was an ironclad sys- 
tem by which none but Belgians or French 
could even touch the food. And no food 
could escape without its being known. 

Over 11 billion pounds of food was im- 
ported to Belgium through the blockade 
during that war and distributed, together 
with the domestic food. Nearly $900,000,000 
was spent. None of this food went to 
the Germans. Where there were occa- 
sional infractions, it was replaced from Ger- 
man stocks under agreement. I can say 
this unhesitatingly, and there is the proof 
of it in a great series of reports and books.

In response to their appeals that I raise 
a voice on their behalf, last Aug. 11, I pro- 
posed the following plan: 

“1, The Germans to agree: (a) To take 
none of the domestic produce of these peo- 
ple. (b) To furnish an equivalent of any 
food already taken. (c) To permit imports 
from Russia and the Balkan states. (d) To 
allow free passage of ships without attack. 
(e) To permit adequate control of distribu- 
tion by the organization. 

“2. The British to agree that ships carry- 
ing cargoes solely of food for these people 
should be allowed to pass their blockade so 
long as the guarantees are fulfilled. 

“3. The de facto or fugitive governments 
of Finland, Holland, Belgium, Norway and 
Poland should finance such an organization 
with their resources in the United States 
and elsewhere—which are considerable.” 

There are people who refuse to believe 
that agreements can be formulated that will 
not result in feeding the Germans, 

This plan happens to be in Germany’s self- 
interest to the extent that such relief pre- 
vents a cesspool of contagious disease with 
dangers of their own infection. 

To the British, there is a measure of self- 
interest in the fact that it preserves the 
good will of millions of the nationals of 
these little nations. And there is a more 
direct interest. If these people are not fed, 
their skilled workmen, to protect themselves 
and their families, will accept jobs in Ger- 
many to make munitions, for there they will 
be both paid and fed. 

. oa * 

Those who are timid about the Germans’ 
seizing the food under these circumstances 
could bear in mind one protecting circum- 
stance. The total stock of imported food 
under such an operation would not exceed 
140,000 tons in all these countries at any one 
time. About this amount is necessary in 
order to maintain regularity in distribution. 
But as Germany consumes 1°200,000 tons a 
month, if the Germans seized it all, it would 
be only a three-day supply. And if they 
seized it, then the operation necessarily and 
automatically ends. - 

Therefore, the danger amounts at most to 
prolonging the food life of Germany by 
three days. And Germany seems to have 
enough food to live for years, anyway. 

It is true America is not in this war. We 
have no right to dictate its policies. But we 
are daily asked to aid in “every way short 
of war.” Many Americans will have little 
enthusiasm for this support if this war is 
to be fought on the basis that not even an 
attempt is to be made for the saving of 
these people. 

In the final analysis, those whose fates we 
are a ay As ee of children. Yet 
some woul tary gains or losses 
are to be calculated in terms of their life 
or death. Nor am I oblivious to the suffer- 
ing children of other nations. But does that 
justify the abandonment of these? Should 
Americans decide that these millions of 
children and women are to be a sacrifice 
that must be made to protect America in 
this war?

We no longer eat the less refined 
foods of our forefathers, for “dur- 
ing the past 50 years our environ- 
ment has become limited to the 
grocery store and the drug store. 
Our natural foods are packaged 
and devitalized and the vital ele- 
ments are concentrated and sold 
in the drug store. How are we to 
know what to buy from the grocer 
and what we should get from our 
druggist?” 

The answer, he went on, lies in 
further studies to determine ex- 
actly how much of the known vita- 
mins are in various foods, and how 
much of each is necessary for 
health. 

Concentrated forms of vitamins 
may be used effectively in clinical 
cases and emergencies, but Dr. El- 
vehjem gave warning against using 
such products merely because they 
are concentrated, or obtaining a 
high degree of concentration by 
eliminating other beneficial fac- 
tors. 

Mixtures of natural concentrates 
and synthetic vitamins may have 
some value in some cases, he said, 
but in other cases it is objection- 
able. “We must watch out for the 
introduction of one vitamin out of 
all proportion to the others merely 
because it happens to be relative- 
ly cheap,” he said. 

There is no fundamental objec- 
tion to the adding of synthetic 
vitamins to natural foods, such as 
the addition of vitamin D in milk, 
although the addition of a single 
synthetic vitamin cannot restore 
all the food factors frequently re- 
moved when foods are processed, 
he said. Moreover, he concluded, 
since the addition of synthetic vita- 
mins increases the cost of the 
foods, making them less accessible 
to the population needing them 
most, the “most logical approach 
appears to be controlled vitamin 
content of foods,” just as the fat 
content of milk is controlled by 
law.

Chances He Won’t Get It. 


HE chances are the President 
will not get his way, for Ray- 
burn and other friends of the 
White House have resisted the pro- 
posal. Nevertheless, it is omi- 
nous enough that the proposal has 
been made. It imdicates the 
strength of the attitude expressed 
in a slogan popular in the more 
extreme New Deal circles—“who 
won the election, anyway?” This 
slogan is said to have originated in 
a quiet remark, “I sometimes won- 
der if we really won,” which Mrs. 
Roosevelt dropped after a voluble 
amateur adviser had urged the 
President to offer concessions to 
his opponents all along the line.

Unfortunately, when the more 
ardent New Dealers take the Presi- 
dent’s re-election as the final test 
of strength, they leave out of their 
calculation several important facts. 
For one thing, Congress was in

the Mexican experiment elsewhere 
in the hemisphere. This means 
that the Senate’s regular presiding 
officer will be the President Pro 
Tem. The President is said to 
have had a hand in arranging that 
Senator Pat Harrison of Mississippi 
be chosen President Pro Tem, in 
which case he has gone far to re- 
pair the damage done when he 
flouted Harrison and his powerful 
following to force Alben W. Bark- 
ley’s selection as majority leader. 
Harrison’s elevation, moreover, is 
looked upon as a step in a reorgan- 
ization of the Senate leadership.

TOTAL $400,000, 000 


Defense Program Means In-} 


vestment of $100,000,000 
by Auto Firm. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
General Motors Corporation an- 
nounced yesterday its defense or- 
ders so far totaled $400,000,000 and 
at the same time disclosed plans 
for a big production of Diesel en- 
gines, armaments, trucks and allied 


equipment. 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr., chairman of 

the corporation, said in a letter to 
stockholders the defense program 
entailed an investment by General 
Motors of about $100,000,000, includ- 
ing additional working capital re- 
quirements. This is apart from 
plant facilities being provided: by 
the Government. 
In addition to Allison airplane 
engines, which account for two- 
fifths of the total defense orders, 
said Sloan, General Motors is “pro- 
ducing or preparing to produce 
Diesel engines for the navy, ma- 
chine guns for the army, trucks 
for the British, Canadian and 
American Governments and a large 
variety of miscellaneous equipment 
including shells, fuses, gun mounts 
and airplane instruments. 

Citing surveys which have indi- 
cated that only about 10 to 15 per 
cent of the facilities of an automo- 
bile plant can be used in turning 
out specialized defense material, 
Sloan said the motor industry’s 
greatest contribution to the defense 
program was “by reason of its 
knowledge of production techniques 
and processes of manufacture.” 

Important items in the corpora- 
tion’s defense orders were classi- 
fied as follows: Allison airplane 
engines, $164,800,000; Diesel engines, 
$46,400,000; machine guns, $61,400,- 
000; shells, $9,500,000; airplane 
equipment, $7,000,000; trucks, $20,- 
000,000; miscellaneous, $35,000,000. 
Sloan disclosed that current pro- 
duction of Allison engines was at 
the rate of 350 a month with fur- 
ther expansion under way. 
General Motors Canadian plants 
are working on $60,300,000 of orders 
for British and Canadian account.

Glassco Says Liquor Must Be 
Removed From Tables at 
Time Sales Are Stopped. 


Police were instructed by Chief 
of Police John H. Glassco today to 
warn all operators of taverns and 
bars that drinking, as well as the 
sale of liquor, will not be permitted 
in their places after midnight Sat- 
urdays. 

Issuance of the instructions fol- 
lows the statement yesterday of 
Albert Bond Lambert, president of 
the Board of Police Commissioners, 
that the police, in requiring strict 


observance of the liquor laws, would 
ignore the ruling of State Liquor 
Control Supervisor C. Roy Noel 
that taverns would be permitted to 
remain open 45 minutes after mid- 
night to allow customers to con- 
sume drinks purchased before the 
deadline. 

Chief Glassco also instructed po- 
lice to notify tavern owners that 
liquor must be removed from the 
bar and tables promptly on the 
deadline and that “all liquor ex- 
posed to view will be covered up in 
such a manner that it will not in- 
duce a sale or possession.” 

The order, Glassco declared, also 
applies to hotels, restaurants and 
other places that remain open after 
the deadline to serve food. He 
said the regulation would cover 
other days of the week, following 
the 1:30 a. m. closing hour. 

Noel said today in Jefferson City 
that he made the ruling extending 
the Saturday closing hour 45 min- 
utes because “I thought it was 
wanted in St. Louis.” 

“Tlf the St. Louis police don’t 
want to extend the time it is all 
right with me,” Noel declared, “and 
I will co-operate with them 100 per 
cent in enforcing a strict midnight 
closing.” 

Lambert and Excise Commission- 
er Phelim O’Toole both criticised 
Noel’s ruling yesterday as being 
contrary to the State liquor laws, 
which, they said, not only prohibit 
the sale of liquor after midnight 
Saturdays, but also forbids con- 
sumption of. drinks in taverns 
after the dead line. 

Miss Trixie Hicks, operator of 
the Hollywood Tavern, 6414 North 
Broadway, was arrested early today 
and booked, suspected of posses- 
sing intoxicating liquor at the tav- 
ern, which is licensed for the sale 
of 3.2 beer only. Police said they 
found five men in her tavern at 
1:35 a. m. who appeared to be 
drinking highbalis.

STELLE TO ASK ASSEMBLY 
FOR $30,250,000 FOR RELIEF 


Illinois Governor Says Funds Are 
Needed If Aid Is to Continue 
Beyond Jan. 15. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. Dec. 12 
(AP).—Immediate deficiency ap- 
propriations for relief and old age 
assistance totaling $30,250,000 will 
be asked of the Sixty-second Gen- 


eral Assembly when it convenes on 
Jan. 8, Gov. John Stelle said yes- 
terday. 

The Governor informed the State 
Budgetary Commission that the 
Legislature must pass emergency 
appropriations if relief and old age 
assistance payments are to be con- 
tinued beyond Jan. 15. 

He added, however, that “the 
State Treasury will be in shape to 
take care of the added cost from 
the general revenue fund without 
showing a deficit.” 

The Legislature could not com- 
plete action upon the request until 
after the inauguration of Governor- 
elect Dwight H. Green Jan. 13. 
Under norma] legislative procedure, 
the shortest time in which a bill 
can be passed is five days.

SEEDLESS 


The best minds in air rahe are 
concentrated on this problem. Some 
maintain that the Germans quickly 
recognized that the complete de- 
struction of London was too expen- 
sive in manpower and material 
losses. Some insist that the accu- 
racy of high altitude bombing be- 
ing as it is and far from the marks 
claimed, the attackers were com- 
pelled to adopt an air campaign of 
continual harassment -of public 
morale through the dislocation of 
ordinary human existence and the 
destruction of the mechanical fa- 
cilities by which routine daily life 
is made possible. 

Pursuing this line of thought, it 
is urged that the bombing of Lon- 
don has accomplished what was 
designed and now the city can be 
left to itself—except for continua- 
tion of the routine air attacks—to 
work out its own solution for ex- 
istence, maintenance of public 
health and the avoidance of the an- 
ticipated disease epidemic. The 
scheme seems to be to keep London 
as it is, preventing reconstruction 
rather than any major destructive 
effort. Doctors, however, point out 
that the cold weather can be count- 


oh ed on to minimize the epidemic 
= |\problem, which usually is carried 
- |from person to person by insects 


and flies. Disagreement in_ this 


‘ technical department discloses the 


fact that cold weather necessitates 
decreased ventilation and huddling 
closer in shelters, 


Not on Schedule. 


As a personal opinion, I venture 
the assertion that in spite of Ger- 
man claims, this Battle of Britain 
is not proceeding according to 
schedule, because the air attack 
had’ been switched at least three 
times and varied. However, it is 
becoming evident that operations 
against the major harbors, ports 
and sea gates of England are tak- 
ing definite shape after these sev- 
eral weeks and disclosing the mili- 
tary objective sought. Consider the 
repeated snir pounding and destruc- 


tion of the wharves and harbor fa-_ 


cilities of London, Southampton, 
Plymouth, Bristol and Liverpool. 
Obviously, the objective is to cripple 
the mechanical facilities for un- 
loading such convoys as evade the 
air and sea blockade. 

In 1917, the United States had 
to rebuild the harbor facilities of 
Bordeaux, Cherbourg and other ma- 
jor French harbors to accommo- 


. }date the vast volume of munitions 


for the A. E. F. Then, too, it is 
worthy to note that before the 
Battle of France was ended, the 
German air force jumped over the 
embattled armies and smashed the 
sea gates of France, the aforemen- 
tioned harbors. Military men are 
agreed that the air attack tactics 
of the Germans are doing exactly 
the same thing against English 
harbors and for the same purpose. 


Once destroyed, harbor facilities | 


cannot readily be replaced. And 
cargo unloading, involving the all- 
precious time element, becomes a 
vital factor. Some nations became 
seapower and sea-commerce Pow- 
ers because of a multiplicity of 
good harbors. Destroy the harbor 
accommodations, and sea com- 
merce is stagnated, irrespective of 
the amount that escapes the block- 
ade. 

Each phase of this war holds 
vital lessons for us Americans, and 
we should earnestly do our best to 
profit from them.

MOTHER SAYS INCUBATOR WIRE 
WAS MOVED AFTER BABY DIED 


Testifies Cord Was Put Outside 
and Taped Following Accident; 
Inquest Continued. 

A Coroner’s inquest in the death 
of a month-old baby, Marvin Lee 
Mallott, who died Tuesday at City 
Hospital after suffering a burn 
during a heat treatment, was con- 
tinued until next Tuesday after 
testimony had been given today by 
an intern and by the parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Marvin Mallott, 1518 

(rear) Mallinckrodt street. 

Mrs. Mallott testified that when 
she first saw the infant in the 
“baby bake” she noticed an in- 
sulated wire running along the in- 
side of the box-like apparatus to 
a light bulb at the top, the source 
of heat. After the baby was burned, 
she said, the wire had been cov- 
ered with adhesive tape and ran 
outside of the box. 

Dr. Anthony Merklin; intern, tes- 
tified the baby was born prema- 
turely and its condition was re- 
corded as “critical” because it nev- 
er gained weight. Diarrhea and im- 
petigo were given at the hospital 
as causes of the infant’s death, the 
burn being listed as a contributory 
cause. The intern and nurses who 
were in charge of the baby when 
it was burned will be summoned 
to the inquest Tuesday. 


RUSSIA REPORTS BORDER. FIGHT 
CAPTURE OF 23 ‘INTRUDERS 


One Killed and Two Wounded; 
Place and Date of Action Not 
Disclosed by Moscow. 
MOSCOW, Dec. 12 (AP). — Red 
Army border guards reported to- 
day that one man had been killed, 
two wounded and 23 captured in a 
“frontier clash” with an armed 
force of “intruders.” The place and 
date of the fight were not disclosed. 
A dispatch to the newspaper 
Comsomol Pravda, describing the 
encounter briefly, said two Soviet 
detachments halted the band at 
the border, received reinforcements 
and then rounded up the band after 
a brief exchange of fire. 
The Russian force was said to 
have suffered only one casualty, 
slight wounding of one of the 


guards.

bread monopoly, marking the start 
of a nation-wide attack on factors 
believed to be affecting food costs. 
Numerous complaints have been 
received, the department said in a 
statement, concerning the “alleged 
existence of a combination on the 
part of the larger baking com- 
panies to control bread prices, re- 
duce the weight of loaves, and price- 
cutting ‘bread wars’ to force recal- 
citrant bakers into line with the 
major baking companies’ program.” 
The department said that about 
100 persons, including representa- 
tives of 30 baking companies oper- 
ating in the Philadelphia, Atlantic 
City, N. J., and Wilmington, Del., 
trade area, would be called to tes- 
tify.

Sues for Divorce, Accuses Orches- 
tra Leader of Refusing to Set 
Up Permanent Home. 

Suit to divorce Cari Deacon 
Moore, an orchestra leader, was 
filed in Circuit Court yesterday by 
Mrs. Margaret Moore, who said she 
was compellea to sing in the band 
against her wishes.

Bird and Practice Make 
Perfect. 


Carving is an art which every 
head of family should acquire and 
master. Certainly few holiday sit- 
uations can equal the tragedy of a 
golden brown bird, roasted to a turn 
and then made into a shambles by 
an inexpert carver wearing the look 
of puzzled bewilderment. 

Good carving requires practice 
and good implements. A knife with 
a narrow pliable blade and a two- 
tined fork are prime requisites. A 
knowledge of the skeletal structure 
is likewise important, and a plat- 
ter large enough to accommodate 
the sliced meat is of material aid 
to the carver. 

Remove Drumstick. 

The bird, whether turkey, hen or 
capon is placed with the breast to 
the carver’s left. Standing or sit- 
ting while carving is a matter of 
choice. The drumstick is the first 
portion to be removed. This is done 
by placing the knife between the 
thigh and body and cutting through 
the skin around the leg from left 
to right. The bird is held in posi- 
tion by placing the fork astride the 
breast or keelbone. Bend the leg 
back and at the same time cut 
smoothly through the skin down to 
the joint. Force leg away from the 
body to dislocate the hip joint. 
Find the socket and with the point

Hach 
slice should lie in place until it is 
transferred to the guest’s plate. 
Carve one side of the bird before 
beginning the other. 

Preparation Important. 
Some of the successful results in 
carving begin with the purchase 
and preparation of the bird. A 
turkey should have the leg tendons 
removed. The neck should be dis- 
jointed at the shoulder and removed 
but the skin left intact. Removing 
the coveted “wish-bone” will make 
carving the breast meat easier.

: DIAGNOSIS: Earlier this week

fact is Reward Number One. The owner of the money thanked 
her profusely, making Reward Number Two.

It would have been very 
generous and thoughtful of him to have fulfilled that promise. 
He is guilty of violating that promise. However, the ideal form 
ef society is one where we will be charitable and magnanimous 
solely for Reward Number One. We will do right because 
we enjoy being real adults in emotional maturity. Our self- 
gratification for ethical conduct should then be sufficient re- 
eompense in itself. 
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JESUS BELONGED in this ideal category. In fact, when 
He made the supreme sacrifice for His fellowmen, He not only 
‘ didn’t receive even verbal thanks, but was actually maligned 
iE and abused for so doing. Certainly, the only gratification 
which He obtained at that time was Reward Number One in 
my ranking of the degrees of true emotional adulthood. Pearl 
has unfortunately indicated her emotional imnfaturity and has 
reduced her behavior to the level of a child with something 
~ @f the “gimme” complex. She behaved properly because she 
actually expected to receive a financial reward for so doing. 
Even the owner's thanks weren't sufficient to supplement 
Reward Number One. She was an out-and-out gold digger. 
She wasn’t honest for the sake of being honest. She was prob- 
ably coerced into honesty by several factors. First, she knew 
she would have some fear of detection if she kept the money, 
for this almost always enters into the picture.

SECOND, she subconsciously figured that $500, plus this 
haunting fear of detection, plus the possible slight twinges of 
conscience, wouldn’t be worth as much as a smaller sum, 
plus no fear of detection, plus her self-respect. You will find 
that human behavior can be charted scientifically in this 
fashion and that often we act because of the sum of several 
factors. It is regrettable that more American adults cannot 
act like truly emotional grown-ups and consider Reward Num- 
ber One as enough, even though, like Jesus, they may actually 
receive censure instead of Reward Number Two.

HE average school child must

as in 1900: the amount of 
ing the college student has to en- 
counter is five times as much as in 
the previous period. The question- 
naires on current events so often 
published in magazines indicate 
that for a modern business man or 
club woman to keep abreast of the 
times requires an enormous amount 
of reading time—newspapers, mag- 
azines and books»are all bigger 
and more numerous, 

For a long time oral reading re- 
ceived the chief emphasis in the 
primary grades. Now silent read- 
ing has to a considerable extent 
taken its place. It is difficult for 
teachers to estimate how efficient 
this silent reading is. The Year 
Book Committee on Reading rec- 
ommends specific periods for guid- 
ance in reading. No one knows how 
many students get into the higher 
grades handicapped by a funda- 
mental inability to do efficient 
reading. No figures are available 
concerning the increase in the 
number of college failures due to 
reading disability. 

Two new instruments have been 
developed — one which aids in 
measuring accurately reading abil- 
ity (the Ophthalm-O-Graph) and 
one which corrects and trains read- 
ing habits (the Metron-O-Scope). 

A brief description of what hap- 
pens when you read will simplify 
an explanation of the two instru- 
ments. Normal eyes read in a 
series of swift jerks, pausing at 
intervals (scientists call these 
pauses fixations) to focus on a 
word or group of words. The 
amount of print recognized in a 
single fixation is termed the span 
of recognition, 


x *« * 

IF YOU ARE an efficient read- 
er, there will be relatively few fix- 
ations—the average being eight to 
a 10-word sentence. An inefficient 
reader will have many more, and 
in addition will generally retrace 
in his reading (called regressions) 
to understand what has been read. 

The Ophthalm-O-Graph is a port- 
able,. double-barreled moving pic- 


ture camera which photographs - 


light reflected from the eyes as one 
reads. The resultant film or read- 
ing graph reveals upon analysis 
the subject’s reading habits, such 
as reading speed, fixations, span 
of recognition, and other data. The 
reader’s comprehension is also 
checked in the usual way by ques- 
tions based on the reading mate- 
rial. By comparison with reading 
standards, it can then be deter- 
mined how efficiently the subject 
reads. 

The Metron-O-Scope has three 
shutters in front which open and 
close in sequence, exposing a third 
of a line of words printed on a 
reading roll which unfolds in the 
Same manner as a player piano 
roll. The subject is thereby forced 
to read correctly, for the operation 
of the machine will not permit him 
to pause excessively long or to re- 
trace in his reading. In addition, 
the roll can be speeded up, teach- 
ing him by degrees to increase his 
reading speed. 

Undoubtedly reading puts more 
of a strain on the eyes than the 
cinema. With the increased de- 
mands for intelligent reading, and 
the poor old human eye remaining 
the same, there is an imperative 
demand for the movie and the radio 
to assume the obligation of being 
more educational and more adult.

“Dear Elsie Robinson— 

“Here’s what I'd like to know— 
for Pete's sake, what’s the matter 
with the present generation?

ILL yours be one of the hun- 


decorations and Christmas gifts be 
turned to ashes? Will your loved 
ones be among those burned to 
death? 

This may all sound like scare 
propaganda on the part of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection’ Association, 
but the fact remains that each 
Christmas season a plague of fires 
rages up and down the country, 
many of them the result of inno- 
cent holiday carelessness. 

Perhaps a short circuit of a chain 
of lights ignites the Christmas tree, 
like the one that caused $2000 dam- 
age to a St. Louis home last year, 
or the one that damaged a six-fam- 
ily apartment house the year be 
fore. Perhaps the cotton-snow 
trimming on a costume catches 
fire, as happened at a country club 
in a small Alabama town, where six 
women were burned to death at a 
Christmas party. Often the vic- 
tims of such tragedies are small 
children, like the little girl in St. 
Louis County who was burned to 
death when a candle ignited her 
costume while she was taking part 
in a lodge entertainment. 

Your family is not peculiarly 
fireproof to all the hazards that 
enter a home at Christmas time, 
but there are many things you can 
do to make your holiday safe as 
well as happy. 

The local Fire Prevention Bureau 
and the St. Louis Safety Council 
list as the most common causes of 
holiday season fires, dry Christmas 
trees, inflammable decorations, ac- 
cumulated package wrappings, 
faulty electric wiring, and equip- 
ment.

EOPLE seldom realize _ that, 
P wnite a fresh cut Christmas tree 

will not take fire any more easi- 
ly than an evergreen growing out- 
side, it becomes a more serious fire 
hazard every day, and at the end of 
a week will probably be highly 
flammable, since dry evergreens 
burn with frightful rapidity and 
east. 

Your Christmas tree can be kept 
from drying out, if you set it in 
a pan of water, and chemists sug- 
gest that its combustibility can be 
reduced still further by allowing it 
to absorb a solution of ammonium 
sulphate before it is set up. This 
can be done by letting it sit in a 
bottle, with neck just big enough 
to hold the tree, filled with a pack- 
age of the chemical, one-quarter 
the weight of the tree, dissolved in 
one and one-half pounds of water 
per pound. 

Trees should be well secured 
against falling and placed well 
away from stoves, radiators and 
other sources of heat. When you 
smoke, keep far enough away from 
the tree to be sure you won't drop 
sparks on it., 

Electric lights for Christmas 
trees have largely eliminated the 
hazard of candles, but certain pre- 
cautions should be observed. If 
the molded insulating material of 
which the small lamp sockets is 
made does not extend far enough 
beyond the end of the metel screw 
shells, the screw shells themselves 
or the metal bases of the lamps 
may be exposed. If tinsel or other 
metallic decorations contact these 
“live” parts of two sockets at the

sult. Before buying a Christmas 
tree set, screw a lamp into one 
socket and observe whether hang- 
ing tinsel could make contact with 
live: parts of the socket or lamp. 
If meta] reflectors are used, see 
that the metal of the reflector is 
well insulated from the metal of 
the socket and lamp base. The 
safety organizations also recom- 
mend that you buy sets bearing 
the label of Underwriters Labora- 
tories, Inc., which have been pro- 
nounced safe by experts. 

Paper, celluloid and cotton deco- 
rations can be equally dangerous. 
Many fires have started because 
the snow under the Christmas tree 
was just layers of cotton batting. 
A short circuit of lights, a spark 
caused when tinsel falls on the 
train tracks, or cigar or cigarette 
ashes falling on the cotton can 
cause a fire. 

Cotton that has not been fire- 


proofed should never be used for 
costumes. For Santa Claus’ whis- 
kers to catch on fire is not as hu- 
morous as it might seem. If you 
can’t find a substitute for flam- 
mable materials, the Safety Coun- 
cil suggests that you fireproof 
Santa’s whiskers and other ma- 
terials with this solution: Two 
ounces carbonate of soda, two 
ounces ammonia carbonate, two 
ounces boric acid, five gallons of 
water. Mixture should be allowed 
to come to a boil. Strain, and 
spray on material. 

If you decorate your house elabo- 
rately, you'll have more hazards to 
consider. Festooned decorations add 
to a party, but many an evening 
has ended tragically when fire 
flashed across a hall filled with 
combustible hangings. Insist on 
flameproofed material for decora- 
tions. Also, while candles have 
been eliminated from Christmas 
trees, candles are often used in

Dorothy Gray’s Salon in New 
York has whipped up a special re- 
fashioning course of exercises from 
which we have borrowed to help 
you reduce a too large hip and 
thigh measurement. 

This salon stresses exercise more 
than dieting to slim hips and 
thighs. It claims that if one dieted 
sufficiently to reduce hips and 
thighs quickly, one’s face would 
look strained and other figures 
measurements would suffer. In 
fact, this salon is very firm about 
taking diligent care of your skin 
and hair while you are losing 
weight, for they are convinced that 
too many womefi neglect the neces- 
sary beauty routine while they are 
reducing. 


But let’s get on with the hippy 
problem—here is a “Squadle” 
movement which is stolen from a 
football coach’s routine. It is excel- 
lent for keeping hips boyish and 
for reducing flabbiness on inner 
thighs. 

Squat by bending knees. Bend 
elbows and raise hands to touch 
shoulders, palms facing forward. 
Straighten the upper part of your 
body by drawing in your abdomen, 
raising your chest and holding 
your head proudly erect. Now hob- 
ble about the room in this squatting 
position, being certain that the 
thighs do the work of moving the

legs forward. When you feel 
strained, let yourself go and tum- 
ble on the floor—each tumble is re- 
ducing to the hips. 

When you have walked forward 
in this position for three or four 
minutes ,then walk backward. Move 
quickly, so both legs are in action 
at the same time. Naturally, the 
more rapidly you can move about 
the more quickly your hip measure- 
ment will decrease. 

Here is another exercise, diffi- 
cult to comprehend, but not so dif- 


ficult to do. You must, however, 
have a large cleared space in which 
to throw your legs about. 

Sit with left leg outstretched to 
side, right knee bent so right foot 
touches left thigh. Raise hands 
and arms, chest and head, so your 
spine will be in good position—you 
may bend your elbows. 

Now by balancing and rolling the 
body, lift both legs off the floor at 
once and swing them to reversed 
positions, which means your right 
leg will be outstretched at side and 
your left leg bent so foot will touch 
your right thigh. 

This threshing from side to side 
must be done rapidly and rhyth- 
mically and both legs must move 
simultaneously and under no cir- 
cumstances must you use your 
arms or hands to help you—they 
are held up in the air as pictured. 

This exercise, once mastered, is 
wonderful for reducing midriff, 
tummy, thighs and hips. 

If you practice just these two 
exercises every day for a month 
you will be able to slip into a size 
smaller gown and be ever so much 
more agile and graceful than you 
are now with a too heavy hip line.

Do not 
trust to home remedies, utilizing 
pennies and the like. Most elec- 
tric equipment has been made for 
safety, but “when the handy man 
of the family begins tinkering, 
troubles are likely to begin.”

ROM a fire-prevention stand- 
point, cleaning up after Christ- 
mas is one of the most important 
precautions of the entire year. Be- 
for and after Christmas there will 
be a lot of flammable material 
around the house. Most Christmas 
wrappings burn like tinder and 
should be removed as soon as possi- 
ble. If you must save wrapping pa- 
per, fold it up and put it out of the 
way, bit it is much safer to burn 
it. If you have a good fireplace 
it can be burned there, but be sure 
the fire is kept screened and your 
chimney is clean and in good con- 
dition, or flaming bits of paper may 

ignite soot-coated walls. 

Have someone on hand to see 
that all wrappings go into the waste 
basket, not around it, and that the 
basket is dumped in a covered 
metal barrel or incinerator as soon 
as it is filled. Also be sure you 
shake out wrapping paper before 
burning, so no gifts get burned by 
One of the men connect- 
ed with a local safety agency told 
us shamefacedly how one year, with 
enthusiastic zeal, he supervised the 
burning of all wrapping paper and 
later discovered he had made @ 
cinder of his gift to his daughter. 

It is dangerous to leave Christ- 
mas greens in the house more than 
two or three days because when 
dry they are as inflammable as the 
Christmas tree. And no matter 
how loathe you are to part with 
the tree, remove it as soon after 
Christmas as possible. Carelessness 
in removing trees is astonishing. 
One year in May, a member of the 
Providence (R. I.) Fire Department 
made a radio address in which he 
casually mentioned that old Christ- 
trees were a fire hazard. The next 
day, it is reported, 60 trees were put 
out for rubbish collectors.
